Polonug members not only col- 
lect the stamps of Poland but 
some of them specialize in U, S. 
5 and 10 cent 47s, penny blacks, 
Cape of Good Hope and even in 
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it is worthy of the attention of 
serious collectors who look upon 
stamps as a sound investment. 

Because of the inability to pro- 
perly solicit bids from the foreign 
market, the owner has placed re- 
serve prices on a number of the 
more important lots, this being 
something unusual also in an 
auction sale. 

Perhaps the best hasty descrip_ 
tion of some of the fner things in 
the sale might be given by re- 
printing the column on this sale 
by Kent B. Stiles in the New 
York Times of February 21st and 
we therefore quote from this 
article. 

Expected to bring more than 
$50,000 when auctioned at the 
Collectors Club on Thursday, it 
contains matchless “connoisseur 
pieces” which Mr. Burghard ac- 
quired from such notable group- 
ings as the Worthington, Duveen, 
Hind, Ferrari and _ Lichtenstein 
collections. Many of the pieces are 
being offered for the first time at 
other than a private sale. 

Because of the impossibility 
during the war of procuring in- 
ternational bids, Mr. Burghard 
decided to place reserve prices on 
certain lots. One of these is $7,000 
on Lot No. 4, which comprises an 
immaculate mint block of twenty 
copies of the Geneva Canton 1840- 
48 5-centimes black on yellow- 
green paper with entire top sheet 
margin, postoffice inscription and 
margins at left, right and bottom. 
A $6,000 reserve price is on Lot 
No. 3, which is a mint block of 
seven and a half stamps of the 
“Double Geneva” 1843 10c black 
on yellow-green paper with top 
margin bearing postoffice inscrip- 
tion. 

One of the gems is the largest 
known plate reconstruction of the 
Federal Administration’s “Poste 
Locale” 1850 2%-rappen black 
and red without frame around the 
cross in the design. A single copy 
of this stamp has a_ catalogue 
value of $300. The reconstruction 
contains thirty-two of the forty 
subjects on the plate in their 
original positions, and the plating 
includes two pairs and a block of 
four. Not more than three or four 
such blocks exist. 

Another rarity is a mint block 
of twelve of the Geneva Canton 
1848 5c black on dark green pa- 
per. It is the largest known piece 
of this variety and has been fa- 
mous as an exhibition item. A 
reserve price of $3,000 is placed 
on it.

Eightieth Anniversary 
Of Red Cross Brings To 
Mind It's Postal Slogans 


By A. W. BENDIG 

February 9th, 1943, wa_ the 
80th anniversary of ~.e Internat- 
ional Red Cross and ‘his birthday, 
along with the next Roll Call to 
start in March, focuses collector 
interest on the ways in which the 
Red Cross has called their drives 
to the attention of the public by 
means of the mails. 

The Red Cross was formed in 
1863 in Geneva, Switzerland, by 
a conference proposed by Jean 
Dunant. The Red Cross on a white 
background was adopted as the 
universal symbol of the organiza- 
tion, as being the reverse of the 
neutral Swiss flag. In 1914, the 
Red Cross started the handling 
of prisoner-of-war, mail which it 
continues up to the present day. 
The next drive of the Red Cross 
in the United States is for $125,- 
000,000, two-thirds of which will 
be used io establish “lubs for sol- 
diers overseas in England, Ireland, 
North Africa, Australia, and 
wherever American soldiers are 
sent. 

For many years, the United 
States has used “Red Cross Roll 
Call—Join” on many ma- 
chines as a slogan cancellation. 
These slogans have been used over 
a number of years and_ several 
different types can be found. 
Other countries have used slo- 
gans mentioning the Red Cross, 
most notable of which are the bi- 
lingual slogans of Can ‘a and the 
Union fo South Africa. Other 
countries have used special can- 
cellations on Red Cross stamps 
that they have issued. A specia- 
lized collection can be built up 
by collecting these slogan cancel- 
lations from the various cities and 
countries that have used them. 

Meter slogans advertising the 
Red Cross are rather scarce, con- 
sidering the large number of slo- 
gan cancellations uséd. The nat- 
ional headquarters uses “Red 
Cross Roll Call-Join,” which re- 
sembles the postal slogans. Other 
slogans include “Join-Red Cross,” 
“Give That Others May Live,” 
“Join Now,” and two patriotic 
meter slogans “Give to the Red 
Cross War Fund” and “Greatest 
Need in History-War —mergency 
Campaign-American R:-d Cross.” 
Canada has used one Red Cross 
meter slogan showin a nurse and 
saying ‘National War Appeal— 
Emergency Call—Canadian Red 
Cross.” Another slogan fro: the 
United States is “For Benefit 
Red Cross—Visit Miniature Old 
Paris Under Dome-City of Paris”

} A news release dated February 22, gives a list of new plates 
|that are being made and as usual the announcement is worded. “the 
4| following is a list of postage stamp plate numbers issued during the 

month of January 1943.” The list is wholly of the new Ic and 2¢ 
| stamps recently issued and plates for the new United Nations 2¢ 
@stamp are 22998 to 2300F inclu- 


sive, with these being followed 
by plates number 23006 to 23013 
inclusive for the lc Four Freee 
doms stamp. 

It should again be noted that 
the Department refers to these 
as plate numbers issued. This 
merely means that the numbers 
as listed have been assigned or 
allotted to the stamps and does 
not mean that the plates are be- 
ing printed from. Some of these 
plates may not be printed from 
for some weeks. There are in- 
stances In the past where plates 
were made and it has been years 
afterward before they were 
printed from. 


In the listing of plates sent to 
press there is one item that is 
not clearly explained. This list 
gives plate number 22986 to 
22995 for the new 2c United Na- 
tions Stamp, printing on these 
started January Ist and continued 
throughout the month. 

Two plates for the new 6c air 
mail booklet were sent -to press 
on January 4th, these were plates 
number 22979-80. 

The other item is a lot of four 
plates for a 3c stamp in booklet 
form. The plates listed are 22932- 
33 and 22973-74. The first two 
plates were made about the mid- 
dle of last year. In the an- 
nouncement concerning this item 
the wording is such as to cause 
one to wonder just what stamp 
is involved. Heretofore when the 
stamp has been of the Presiden- 
tial series the date of the series 
has been given as Series of 1938 
and the description reads, “Ore 
dinary Book, E, E., New Design, 
series of 1943. 

This leads one to wonder if 
there is a mistake in the date 
which if the stamp is the regular 
Presidential 3c booklet, should 
be 1938 or whether the words 
“New Design” refers to a new 
stamp design which would have 
to mean the 3c Win the War 
Stamp, although this should not 
be listed as 1943 Series because 
the stamp was issued in 1942, 
It seems most probable that there 
is an error in the date given as 
it is known that the first two 
plates for this 3c booklet were 
made about the middle of 1942 
and that was before the Win the 
War Stamp was issued.

Sevreal months ago the good 
ladies of the country who are ever 
ready and alert to do their little 
bit for their country were slick- 
ered by some bright person who 
(proposed that they save all the 
old used postage stamps which 
were to be macreated for the 
purpose of removing the dye that 
was in the ink of the stamps. 

The perpetrators of that hoax 
had the ladies of the various wo- 
men’s socities in all parts of the 
country in a jitter about saving 
Stamps for this worthy cause, the 
leading newspapers of the country 
printed the appeals and further 
helped to foist the scheme upon 
the poor ladies, when if any pub- 
lisher of any newspaper had stop- 
ped to think for one minute, he 
would have well known as was 
pointed out in issues of this pub- 
lication that the whole matter was 
a hoax foisted upon the ladies un- 
der the guise of a charitable war 
work project in order to gain their 
help and support. 

Following the publication in 
this paper, exposing the racket it 
gradually died out and no more 
has been heard of it since. Now 
however another viper has raised 
its head with another project 
whereby the schemers behind the 
plan hope through representing 
the gathering of stamps as a waft 
project, to interest thousands of 
ladies in all parts of the United 
States in the gathering of stamps.

It 
seems the government uses a 
medical product in the paper 
they make the stamps out of and 
it is beneficial to the wounds, 
also lighter and easier to cut 
through than the heavy plaster 
of “Paris.” 

Anyone printing such hooey 
does not deserve the name of 
being a newspaper publisher. It 
is to be noted “that stamps’ and 
not any kind of scrap paper is 
what is used. We as collectors 
know that an accumulation of 
stamps torn from letters and par- 
cels will weigh about 70 to 80% 
scrap paper and the balance in 
actual stamps. Thus the amount 
of actual stamps, the paper of 
which contains this great medical 





product which is so vital to the 
war needs is very small in an ac- 
tual pound of the clippings as 
originally gathered. How many 
stamps do you think would have 
to be macreated and made into 
a pulp in order to make a sub- 
stitute cast to take the place of 
the plaster of Paris cast that it 
is to replace. If the government 
stamp paper contains this rare 
medical product, how about the 
tons of scrap paper thrown away 
as clippings and cuttings in 
printing plants, paper of the same 
kind and quality. Truly this is 
only another hoax foisted on the 
good ladies of America who are 
anxious to do their bit. Can this 
not be stopped before it gathers 
momentum. Can these people who 
plan schemes not be prosecuted 
for false and maliscious misrep- 
resentation in putting out such 
stories as this one. 

Le: the ladies have the true 
and honest story at once, the fact 
that these stamps are gathered 
and sold to stamp dealers by 
the hundred or thousay* pound 
lots for a few cents per pound. 
Where the money goes or who 
gets it is something we have never 
questioned, it may go to one of 
the war relief organizations, but 
certainly none of these stamps 
are used for the purpose or in 
the manner as stated in the news- 
paper publicity that has been giv- 
en to them.

Many covers marked “West” 
were cancelled at Dodge City with 
the 10:30 a. m. postmark. It is 
presumed, however, that they 
were carried west due to. the 
Pueblo backstamp of the same 
date. If they were carried east, 
the only way they could have 
arrived at Pueblo on the same 
date was by the return flight 
(which was the first westbound 
flight from Nodge City).

I have received an inquiry from 
Robert W. Ward of Fort Atkinson, 
Wisconsin regarding extra rows 
of perforations on revenue 
stamps. It appears that he has 
quite a few of these varieties. 

The presence of extra perfora- 
tions running in most cases hor- 
izontally or vertically through the 
interior of the stamps in question 
is not very rare. During the 1860’s 
it seems that our methods of per- 
forating were not up to present 
day standards of efficiency, and 
we can find many examples of 
these double rows of perforations 
on the regular postage issues of 
this period as well as the reven- 
ues, 

The first characteristic which 
becomes apparent from the study 
of this field of oddities is the 
fact that you never run across two 
extra rows on the same piece, 
one running vertically while the 
other goes horizontally. From this 
fact we can deduce that the sheets 
were perforated in two separate 
processes; first in one direction, 
and then in the other. The oddity 
occurs when the sheet is sent 
through the perforating process 
a second time in the same direc- 
tion. Pieces have been found 
which have three row; of per- 
forations in the same direction. 
—these are distinctly uncommon 
and very rare. Such items in my 
opinion can never become valu- 
able. The very nature of the freak 
is such that it lends itself to man- 
ufacture by unethical dealers or 
collectors; and _ unfortunately 
there are some of these parasites 
still with us. In view of these 
circumstances, I have found it 
wise not to pay any premiums 
for such varieties. This course 
will surely discourage any would 
be private perforaters. = .y sim- 
ilar items can be found on the 
earlier U. S. regular postage is- 
sues. 

While on the subject of freak 
perforating I would like to re- 
port that there is a growing pop- 
ularity for the collection of the 
private perforation varieties used 
by manufacturers of stamp vend- 
ing machinery and the stamps 
to be sold through them. This 
field has always been a highly 
interesting, and in addition the 
material could be obtained reas- 
onably. However with the recent 
popularity of this fascinating 
branch of philately has come a 
tremendous rise in the prices at 
which the stamps are offered. 
Moreover the rise in prices which 
was occasioned by the rush to 
buy the ‘limited supply of these 
stamps held by dealers, has in 
turn prompted the aforementioned 
dealers of doubtful vintage to use 
imperforate blocks and strips of 
earlier issues, and to make “1943 
reissues” of these valuable pieces.

Bolivian Error Is 
Of Special Inferest 


Mr. Harry E. Beaman, Jr., 12 
Manor Road, Glen Burnie, Mary- 
land submits a block of 7 of the 
Bolivian Triangular Postage Due 
stamps, Scott Number J8, the 10c 
green stamp in which a row of 
perforations are missing. This 
‘h'@*k is from a corner of the 
sheet and the first diagonal line 
of perforations that should be at 
the left upper corner of the sheet, 
running from top of the sheet to 
the left ‘side in a slanting row, 
is missing. This makes the stamp 
in the first row unperforated at 
the left side and the large sheet 
margin at left is thus a part of the 
stamp. 

While this does not make a pair 
unperforated between, it is 
nevertheless a part perf variety 
that should be of interest to a 
specialist.

STAMP COLLECTING IS A SOUND HOBBY 

In the past year there have been several instances which if an- 
alyzed and carefully thought about, should convince anyone that stamp 
collecting is a very sound and substantial hobby. We often hear the 

eee fear expressed that the hobby is getting weaker 
and that people are not turning to it as much as 
in former years. Such remarks invariably come 
from “weak sisters” themselves who have not kept 
in touch with affairs. 

. To one who has been actively interested in 
stamps and stamp collecting for a period of fifty 
years as the writer has, there are many different 
things to which one can point which are ample 
evidence of the growth of interest in stamp col- 
lecting. It would require much space to go back 
that far and mention many things that prove this 
increased interest. The principal purpose of this 
article is to point out just a few things which are of 

Geo, W. Linn quite recent occurrence and which in our opinion 
prove that there is an ever growing interest in our hobby, 

One thing that has always interested me has been the enormous 
growth of interest on the part of the ladies who are now numbered 
among collectors by many thousands, whereas years ago, it was quite 
a novelty to know one or two women who actually admitted that 
they were stamp collectors. We have every confidence that this in- 
terest on the part of women, will increase rather than diminish for 
it is an ideal hobby for them. 

There are other things however much closer to this present 
date that prove our hobby is gaining more and more followers. 

It has long been known by well informed stamp people that the 
interest in stamp collecting among the better classes of Europe was 
far more advanced than in America. The war has brought a lot of 
Europeans to American and that has been one factor in the increased 
stamp interest. One example might be the larger Philatelic Societies 
in some of our cities which have been built and organized around a 
definite group of people, such as the Polonus, or Polish Philatelic 
Society of Chicago. Fifteen or twenty years ago such dn organization 
was not possible, but today we find a fine group of these people who 
have become citizens of our country and who are proving by their 
acts that they are sound and substantial citizens and these stamp 
societies which they have organized in such cities as Chicago and De- 
troit is ample evidence of this. 

One would have thought that with so many of our younger and 
middle aged men and women in the service that stamp collecting 
would show a great loss of interest or a loss of numbers, There is 
every indication that many of these men and women who were col- 
lectors are continuing by some means to carry on their stamp activi- 
ties or at least keep in touch with the hobby. 

The announcement just made by the Post Office Department at 
Washington that the number of first day covers for both the new Ic 
and 2c stamps recently issued sets a new high record mark for first 
day covers of stamps of similar value is certainly evidence that some- 
where there is a great interest in stamps. 

The fact that Philatelic agency sales for 1942 are the lowest 
since 1934 is a poor comparison with later years. The principal rea- 
son for low sales is entirely due to the policy of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral who has appeared to discourage the issue of new stamps and its 
new stamps in the “Agency that make increaed sales. As proof of 
this, just watch this years sales, provided of course that the pro- 
posed new stamps are issued. Given enough of them, sales will 
show a very high figure for with the great increase in interest in 
stamps that has come in the past few years we have also acquired a 
larger following of that class of collector, if we want to call them 
collectors, who realize and recognize the investment advantages of 
good stamps and this will aid in boosting Agency sales, 

During the past few months, the New York Auction Market has 
seen a tremendous lot of stamps offered, yet prices were ever on 
the increase, and this has also been due to many new investors in 
the market, 

It has always been the history of stamp collecting, that when 
things get tight in other lines, even when times are hard as in the 
years 1930 to 1935, that stamp collecting booms. This is due prin- 
cipally to the fact that the stamp collectors are of that class who 
are less affected by changes in conditions than are the wage 
earning class, the factory workers. 

It was during the depression period 1930 to 1935 that the H. E. 
Harris & Co., of Boston saw its greatest growth, when in a short per- 
iod of time it grew into a business which employed well over 200 
people, the largest stamp selling organization in the world. 

The recent purchase by this company of the KenMore Stamp 
Company stock at a figure which is $100,000 or more is further 
proof of the growth of our hobby in these troublous times, for this 
is one of the largest outright transactions of this nature that we have 
any record of. 

Dealers are all reporting excellent business and in fact many of 
them claim they have more than they can take care of. 

As a whole we would say that the stamp business is one that 
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could be recommended as a good business for anyone capable of man- 
aging such a business, for there is plenty of room in this country for 
more dealers who will stock a thorough line of stamps and philatelic 
supplies and attempt to market them in a thorough and business-like 
manner. The business however requires as much or more brains and 
sound business sense as almost any other line of business and should 
not be undertaken lightly with the thought that it is an easy way to 
make a few extra dollars, in fact, such methods of stamp dealing do 
little for the hobby in a general way.

The first Tuberculosis seals to 
arrive at our desk from across the 
big waters, is that put out by Dr. 
Sherwood Hall, for the Madar 
Union Sanatorium and Tubercu- 
losis Clinic, Madar, Ajmer, Raj- 
putana, India, It is his second is- 
sue, It comes in sheets of 5x7, 
perforated all around. Across top 
of sheet is printed “For Preven- 
tion and Cure of Tuberculosis.’ 
Along the bottom “For the Eradi- 
cation of Tuberculosis in India.” 
In his letter Dr. Hall says a 
dangerous adversary is at the 
gates of India and occasionally 
it can be seen in the distance with 
the naked eye, but another is 
within India, so small it takes a 
microscope to see it—the tubercu- 
lar germ, which claims a million 
victims annually in Indi-s. Dr. 
Hall was in Korea for nine years 
but the Japs did not like his work 
and when the war started went 
after him, and he only got out a 
few hours ahead of them, leaving 
most of his work and converts 
behind.’“He was welcomed in India 
and at the» Madar Sanitorium 
launched his great work again, 
and put out seals, largely sold to 
the English and Americans, to help 
the work. The one last year mark- 
ed “First Year” had a large cir- 
culation in this country. 

The new seal is slightly small- 
er, the same type of heavy border, 
shows man mounted on a cemel 
and the camel being led by an- 
other man, Blue sky background 
and yellow sand. Designed by Miss 
Jaunita Owen an American Mis- 
sionary nurse at the hospital, 
The only inscription on the seal is 
“Holiday Greetings” in small let- 
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ters at the bottom. At top in small 
figures 1942-43” and is the first 
seal issued by Dr. Hall to be dat. 
ed. 


Now it is a “bird on the nest.” 
The 1935 seal had a freak mis- 
print dn many of thé Eureka is- 
sues when a small bit of color 
lodged on the mail box and had 
the appearance of a small red bird 
and was eagerly sought by col- 
lectors. Dudley Baldwin sends us 
some Edwards and Deutch prints 
of the 1942 that has a good sized 
white blotch at the bottom of seal 
97, that has the distinct shape of 
a bird sitting on a nest. It appears 
to be pretty consistent on most E, 
and D. sheets.

Although no official announce- 
ments have been made thus far 
relative to national competitions 
in both sporis, it is expected that 
they will be -held. However, 
the quality of the competition is 
expected to be considerably poor- 
er. Where the events will be held 
is another question. One of the 
more popular skiing rendezvous— 
Sun Valley, Idaho-—has_ been 
closed for the duration. However 
there are still many popular places 
open in Northern Wisconsin and 
Minnesota together with the re- 
gions in the extreme west in Ore- 
gon and Washington and in the 
east around Lake Placid and nor- 
thern New England. The usual 
Christmas vacation competition 
among the college students held 
each year at Lake Placid was 
carried out on a reduced scale 
during the recently passed holi- 
days. 


Skating and skiing have both 
figured very actively in the stam- 
pic world with skiing faring per- 
haps a little better than skating. 
Of these two categories the United 
States has seen fit to honor the 
skier, but not the skater. In the 
early months of 1932 the United 
States issued a single stamp in 
commemoration of the Winter 
Olympics which were being held 
at that time at Lake Placid, New 
York. The central theme of the 
stamp pictured a skier on the ap- 
proach to a ski jump. Many of the 
European countries have also 
joined in the tribute to the king 
of out-door winter sports. In the 
late fall of 1935 Germany issued 
a series of stamps in honor of the 
Winter Olympics being held in 
the southern provinces of the 
country. In addition to a stamp 
picturing a skier there was an- 
other in honor of the skater. A 
few months later Austria’s series 
in honor of the same event ap- 
peared and included a stamp pic- 
turing a skier. Previously Aus- 
tria had honored the sport with 
a stamp in 1933. Other European 
countries which have seen fit to 
pay tribute to skiing are Finland 
(1938), France (1937), Hungary 
(1925), Roumania (1937, and Rus- 
Sia (1935, and again in 1938.) No 
western hemisphere country has 
honored skating, but in addition 
to Germany, Hungary 1925) and 
Russia (1935) have issued stamps 
in its honor, Bobsledding has only 
one exponent, Germany, which in- 
cluded a vivd picture in the ser- 
ies in honor of the Winter Olym- 
pics in 1935. ¥
